THE RIG CEMENT PLANT 


LOOKS RIGGER EVERY DAY 


As the Oklahoma Portland Cement 
Com pany’s plant gradually m aterial­ 
izes out on the W est Side the vastness 
of the enterprise steadily unfolds it 
self. 
Though the plant is not yet beyond 
the foundation building stage, 125 men 
are now busily engaged upon it.

Physicians are often asked whether 
there really is any virtue in what are 
called mudstones. 
One of them, writ­ 
ing in the Medical Brief, declares that 
these atones are of value, but they 
would be of more value if their limita­ 
tions were understood. 
“There is no particular variety of 
■tone or substance which may 
be 
designated exclusively as the mad- 
stone," he says. 
"I have seen many 
of them, so-called, and no two were of 
exactly tile same composition, geologi­ 
cally considered. 
"Mudstones act on the same princi­ 
ple that a blotting paper does when 
absorbing ink, and there is nothing 
that makes a better one than baked 
pipe clay. 
A new clap pipe, procura­ 
ble for one cent at nearly any store 
where tobacco is sold* can not be ex­ 
celled by any madstone, no m atter 
how great its reputation. 
'The action can be clearly demon 
strated by placing a common dry red 
brick in contact with the margin of 
a puddle of water and noticing what 
capillary attraction will accomplish. 
Therefore, to be efficient, the only 
necessity is for the stone to be porous 
and have strong adhesive and absorb­ 
ent 
qualities. 
Nothing 
mysterious 
about it. 
“I have seen several that appear to 
be concretions, -either vesical, renal or 
biliary and were found in the bladder, 
k id n e y or liver of some animal—those 
taken from the deer, supposed to be 
the best. 
"When a person is bitten by a rep­ 
tile or dog supposed to be mad and the 
porous stone applied to the wound, the 
blotting paper action begins, and the 
blood, saliva from the mouth of the 
animal and w hate\er poison these 
fluids contain will naturally, by capil­ 
lary attraction, be absorbed by and 
into the substance ap; lied, no m atter 
what name you may cive it. 
“The saving that if a stone sticks 
the wound is poisonous, and if it does 
not take hold there is no venom pres­ 
ent. is untrue. 
If the stone is clean 
and d ry it will a h re wlnn moisture 
is within reach till i: becomes satura­ 
ted. 
"For instance, a new red brick will 
absorb one pint of water. 
After the 
venom has been taken into the circu­ 
lation the madstone is worthless; but 
as the victim it usually filled with 
whisky or alcohol at the same time 
the stone is being used the spirits may 
counteract the effect of the poison. 
“I know of a stone which has a wide 
reputation, and makes a good living 
for the family owning it. 
They never 
let It go out of their sight, and when 
the victim eau not be taken to the 
stone one member of the family can 
be hired to take the stone to the 
victim. 
In addition to traveling ex­ 
penses they charge $5 for the applica­ 
tion and $2 extra for each hour that 
the stone sticks. 
“This stone is busy a large part of 
the time. 
Not long since the stone 
held to a man s leg for over one hun­ 
dred hours, yet the man died. 
His 
life could have been saved if depend­ 
ence had not been placed entirely in 
the stone.”

Thack­ 
eray’s writing was marvelously neat 
and precise, but it was so small that 
microscopic eyes were needed to read 
It. 
Longfellow wrote a bold, open 
back hand, which was the delight of 
printers. 
Joaquin Miller writes such 
a bad hand that he often becomes puz­ 
zled over his own work. 
The hand­ 
writing of Capt. M arryat was so mi­ 
croscopic that when he rested from 
his labors he was obliged to mark the 
place where he left off by sticking a 
pin in the paper.

THE BIG CEMENT PLANT 


LOOKS BIGGER EVEBY DAY 


As the Oklahoma Portland Cement 


Company's plant gradually material- 
izes out on the West Side the vastneas 
of the enterprise steadily unfolds it 
self. 


Though the plant is not yet beyond 


the foundation building stage, 125 men 
are now busily engaged upon it. Forty 
more are at work at the quarry, six 
miles south on the Frisco. 
These are 


laying trackage into the quarry and 
making such excavations as are neces- 
sary to be ready to load the raw ma- 
terial so soon as it can be used. Stables 
and several other necessary buildings 
at the quarry are about completed. 


Two big drums, out of the eight to 


be placed, have been put in position, 
resting upon steel frames which in 
turn rest upon the massivp concrete 
foundations. 
These drums/ connected 


by an intricate system of pipes, £com- 
pose the three huge boilers. 
It will 


take fifteen days yet to finish setting 
all the boilers.

| from Ohio for the sole purpose of 
supervising this part of the work. 


One of the two colossal rotary kilns 


has arrived and is being unloaded. 
Weighing 160.000 pounds, shipped in 
two sections, it required four Hat cars 
few transportation. 
The other kiln is 


in transit. 


Eiyht cars of brick have just been 


received, and two cars of metal lathes 
for plaster. 
There are yet to come 


ninety cars of material and equipment. 
Railroad men say such a shipment is 
without precedent in the traffic of the 
southwest.

"I know of a stone which haa a wide 


reputation, and makes a good living 
for the family owning it. They never 
let it go out of their sight, and when 
the victim ca^i not be taken to the 
stone one member of the family can 
be hired to take the stone to the 
victim. In addition to traveling ex- 
pense* they charge *5 for the applica- 
tion and $2 extra for each hour that 
the stone sticks. 


"This stone is busy a large part of

Not long since the stone 


held to a man's leg for over one hun- 
dred hours, yet the man died. 
His 


life could have been saved if depend- 
ence had not been placed entirely In 
the stone."

Bronte's 
handwriting 


seemed to have been traced with a 
needle, and the penmanship* ot Bry- 
ant was aggreslve, well formed and 
decidedly pleasing to the eye. Thack- 
eray'a writing was marvelously neat 
and precise, but it was so small that 
microscopic eyes were needed to read 
It. 
Longfellow wrote a bold, open 


back hand, which was the delight of 
printers. Joaquin Miller writes such 
a had hand that he often becomes puz- 
zled over his own work. 
The hand- 


writing of Capt. Marryat was so mi- 
croscopic that when he rested from 
his labors ho was obliged to mark the 
place where he left off by sticking a 
pin in the paper. 
Napoleon's hand- 


writing was worse than illegible. It 
is said that his letters from Germany 
to the Empress Josephine were at first 
taken for rough maps of the seat of 
war. Much of Carlyle's temperament 
may be read in his handwriting. Ho 
wrote a patient, crabbed, oddly em- 
phasized hand. 
The chirography of 


Walter Scott, Leigh Hunt, Moore and 
Gray was easy to read and ran smooth- 
ly. 
It was not expressive of any es- 


pecial 
individuality, however. 
The 


writing of Dickens was minute, and 
the author's habit of writing with blue 
Ink upon blue paper, with frequent 
erasures and Interlineations, made hia 
copy a burden to his publishers. 
By- 


ron's handwriting-was a mere scrawl. 
His additions in his proofs often ex- 
ceeded in volume the original copy. 
To one of his poems which contained 
only 400 lines in the original, 1,000 
lines were added In the proofs.

The convention today killed a pro- 
ision which authorized the submission 
of constitutional amendments affecting 
any single locality or district to only 
the voters in such districts or locality, 
[n the event the state wide prohibition 
idea was defeated at the general elec- 
tion Indian Territory, which is prohibi- 
tion for twenty-one years under the 
enabling act, could have, as far as 
state sovereignty is 
concerned, its 


restrictions removed without the prop- 
osition being submitted to the state at 
large. Should the statewide plan pre- 
vail, under the provision offered today 
any city or county in Oklahoma could 
get from under it by itself holding a 
second election. The provision was 
fthsther method of getting local option, 
Indion Territory delegates admitted 
this provision in the constitution would 
reduce the prohibition vote on that side 
of the line. Aside from drawing the 
concentrated fire of the prohibitionists, 
the provision was regarded as being in 
conflict "_with the enabling act, and 
went to the table by a vote of 56 to 20. 


Authority was lodged with a majority 


of each branch of the legislature, con- 
curring, to propose amendments to the 
constitution and submit the same to 
the people. No convention may be 
called to revise the constitution or sub- 
mit a new one until the people vote so 
by a majority. 
However, a compul- 


sory referendum shall apply on this 
question at least every twenty years. 


In considering the mannerjan'il method 


of impeachment and removal of state 
officers, 
the convention 
refused to 


adopt the Alabama provision. It also 
refused to authorize the legislature to 
provide a method of recall tor state 
and county officers.

THE BIG CEMENT PLANT 


LOOKS BIGGER EVERY DAY 


As the Oklahoma Portland Cement 


Company's plant gradually material- 
izes out on the West Side the vastneas 
of the enterprise steadily unfolds it 
self.

the foundation building stage, 125 men 
are now busily engaged upon it. Forty 
more are at work at the quarry, six 
miles south on the Frisco.

received, and two cars of metal lathes 
for plaster. 
There are yet to come 


ninety cars of material and equipment. 
Railroad men say such a shipment is 
without precedent, in the traffic of the 
southwest.
